THREE YEARS FOR THIEF. 


THE RECENT SHOOTING 
AFFAIR. 


Judge McElligott opened 
Ciremt Court yesterday. 

Michael Fitzgerald pleaded guilty to 
attempted suicide, and was sent. to the 
Mental Hospital on the certificate of Dr. 
Irwin. 

Herbert Hourigan, postman, pleaded guilty 
to a charge, at the suit of the Free State 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, of steal- 
ing postal packets containing sums of money. 
In one case the accused man said that the 
amount was ten shilling and not £10. 

Judgment was deferred, 

Edward Joseph Dowlings pleaded guilty 
to stealing a postal packet from the Customs 
Department, General Post Office, Limerick. 
The packet was in transit to Mr. G. P. 
Pearson, manager, Provincial Bank, Ennis, 
and contained a suit of clothes valued at 
about £5. 

Defendant was given a good character, and 
was allowed out to come up for judgment 
when called on.

that professionaf historians were so absolutely 
blind to the truth that they wrote down as 
authentic history things which every man in 
the street knew to be untrue. The Auditor 
had’ given them enough history to make them 
feel with Thomas Davis, that all the races 
and creeds in this country had at different 
times acted nobly for Ireland and generously 
towards each other. He himself had had an 
intimate connection with the ‘Republican 
movement, and he could honestly say that as 
long as he had been connected with it every 
man who had any influence in working out its 
policy was imbued with the principles of 
Thomas Davis. (Applause.) It was a sad thing 
that the appeals of Davis found a response 
almost everywhere except in Trinity College. 
His greatest hope was that when the cen- 
tenary of the death of Davis was celebrated 
Trinity College, and all that it represented, 
would have responded to the appeal of Davis, 
and that they would then really have a 
united Ireland. (Applause.) 

He was afraid that most people who talked 
abort unity wanted unity on their own terms. 
It was often said that their difficulty was 
that they did not understand each other. 
He thought that they understood each other 
thoroughly, and that it was not a question 
of understanding, but a question of having a 
real will and desire and readiness to make 
the necessary sacrifices to achieve unity. If 
they were going to have all “give” on one 


not going to make much progress; and if they 
examined it fairly they would find that, as 
far as the two great sections of the people 
were concerned, it had been an offering of 
the hand of friendship, and very often having 
that hand spurned. If those on one side were 
prepared to make sacrifices—materia]l and 
sentimental sacrifices—and if those with 
whom they wished to unite drew 
back, it was clear that those who had 
generously made the advances would begin to 
think that the time for making advances had 
passed, and that any further advances on 
theif? part would be only treated as weakness, 
or else would be used as a means of bargain- 
ing. ‘That had been the history of the efforts 
that had been made in this country. 

“I can honestly say, proceeded Mr. de 
Valera, “ that efforts have been made on our 
side for this unity which is so desired 
amongst Irishmen. You may ask what were 
the advances that we made. To start with, 
the Republican Proclamation in 1916 guaran- 
teed” religious and civil liberty and equal 
rights and equal opportunities to all citizens. 
That was intended as a generous declaration, 
to remove from the minds of the minority any 


anxiety that they- might feel as regards 
proper treatment at the hands of the 
majority. I can honestly say that that de- 


claration was lived up to. Every time that 
the Nationalist majority was in power there 
was a declaration and action in accordance 
with the Proclamation of 1916, cherishing to 
the children of the nation equality of rights 
and opportunity, oblivious of the differences 
carefully fostered by an alien Government, 
which had divided the minority from the 
majority in the past. There was nothing in 
that but simple justice. Afterwards,‘ when 
negotiations were beginning, the Republican 
Cabinet made another gesture. Before any 
representatives would go over to England, we 
invited our political opponents to meet us, 
so that we might ‘decide on a common line of

Mr. Spiels said that it was fatuous to

DEMAND FOR AN INQUIRY. 
A resolution was adopted stating that the

unfair and unsatisfactory, and they reiterated 
the demand for immediate inquiry by the 
Department into the system, with a view to 
the revision of the method of allocation and 
adoption of an equitable basis in respect of 
County Dublin. 

DE-RATING OF AGRICULTURAL LAND. 


On the matter of the de-rating of agricul- 


tural land, Mr. Ganly said that when the 
Minister for Northern Ireland, when the De- 
rating Act was going through the Northern 
Parliament, was asked where he would get 
the money, he replied that he would deduct 
it from the imperial contributions. The Free 
State paid an imperial contribution, and why 
could they not adopt the Northern method? 
The Irish farmer could not compete in the 
European market because he was over- 
whelmed with burdens. 


Mr. Shackleton said that the Free State 


was quite separate from the United Kingdom, 
— Northern Ireland was part of that King- 
dom. 


Mr. Ganly—Yes, we are separate, only be-
